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COP 28 Resolution 27/57: The record-breaking temperature and climate-induced 
disasters represent the ever-growing requirement for all actors to increase action to 
adapt and build resilience, especially in vulnerable communities. The Sharm el-Sheikh 
Adaptation Agenda (SAA), launched and welcomed by Parties at COP 27,3 has been 
accelerating this action with stakeholders across systems throughout the year. This 
critical Agenda presents over 30 global adaptation outcome targets urgently needed by 
2030 to increase the resilience of four billion people. The thematic task forces 
corresponding to the impact systems, as well as a Steering Committee, were 
established this year. 


Resolution point 27 from the UAE Global Climate Action at COP 28 in 2023 highlights 
the importance of increasing action to adapt and build resilience, especially in 
vulnerable communities, in response to record-breaking temperatures and climate- 
induced disasters. It references the Sharm el-Sheikh Adaptation Agenda (SAA), 
launched and welcomed by Parties at COP 27, which aims to accelerate adaptation 
action with stakeholders across systems. The SAA presents over 30 global adaptation 
outcome targets urgently needed by 2030 to increase the resilience of four billion 
people, and thematic task forces corresponding to impact systems, as well as a Steering 
Committee, were established. 


Positive Side:

Comprehensive Approach: The Sharm el-Sheikh Adaptation Agenda (SAA) presents 
over 30 global adaptation outcome targets urgently needed by 2030, indicating a 
comprehensive approach to increasing resilience. By setting specific targets and 
timelines, the SAA provides a framework for coordinated action and monitoring 
progress, facilitating more effective adaptation efforts at the global level. 


Stakeholder Engagement: The resolution emphasizes collaboration with stakeholders 
across systems to accelerate adaptation action. Establishing thematic task forces 
corresponding to impact systems and a Steering Committee demonstrates a 
commitment to involving diverse stakeholders in adaptation planning and 
implementation, fostering a more inclusive and collaborative approach to building 
resilience. 


Negative Side: 


Implementation Challenges: While the resolution outlines ambitious targets and 
establishes mechanisms for collaboration, translating these commitments into tangible 
action on the ground may face challenges. Implementation hurdles, such as resource 
constraints, institutional capacity gaps, and coordination issues, could hinder the 
effective execution of adaptation initiatives, potentially delaying progress towards 
achieving the SAA targets. 


Complexity and Coordination: Coordinating efforts across thematic task forces and 
impact systems may present logistical and organizational challenges. Ensuring effective 
communication, collaboration, and alignment of objectives among different 
stakeholders and sectors involved in adaptation planning and implementation will be 
essential to overcome these complexities and maximize the impact of adaptation 
actions. 


Equity and Vulnerable Communities: While the resolution emphasizes the importance 
of building resilience, ensuring that adaptation efforts prioritize and effectively reach 
vulnerable communities remains a critical challenge. Addressing equity considerations, 
including access to resources, participation in decision-making, and protection of 
rights, is essential to ensure that adaptation actions benefit those most in need and 
leave no one behind. 
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In conclusion, while Resolution point 27 at the UAE Global Climate Action at COP 28 
highlights positive efforts to increase action on adaptation and build resilience, 
especially through the Sharm el-Sheikh Adaptation Agenda (SAA), it also faces 
challenges related to implementation, coordination, and equity considerations. 
Overcoming these challenges will be crucial to effectively address the urgent need for 
climate adaptation and resilience-building efforts. 
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
